Victoria, B.C., July 5. 

In ‘this little Canadian’ ‘seaport, the first bit of

- vegetables, live pigs and cheques, 
‘while Mra,  Mosher’s . friends 
also. rendered ‘financial . as- 
siatance. After ‘the second day 
of its operation, the relief 

_ mission . was serving, 300°, meals 
daily, consuming 7,000 pounds of

Government Helps. 

Government officials soon realiz- 
ed that Mrs, Mosher was providing 
all relief for the ‘Chinese, and offer- 
ed to give her three tons of rice 
a month when she requested it. 
This was furnished during January 
and February, and funds and sup- 
plies on-hand kept the miasion go- 
ing until April 15, °. when It was 
taken over by the elty. 

A registration waa taken Ani 
each individual was given a card 
with a number. . Two full meals, 
rice, meat; fruit and tea, are 
served exch person daily. 

Sinee the opening of the mission 
the daily number of applicants has 
been reduced-to_sixty-six, as many 


of those who first came for help

‘An enquiry, with Mr, Wynne-

in the Central Magistracy later in 
the morning. Messrs, R. J. White 
(foreman), W. M. Gittins and Kwan 
Sit-kwan ‘were empanelled - on the 


jury. a. ‘ 
The Chief Warder ‘stated that in 
the case of Cheung Taze-san, his 
sentence was deferred and was con- 
firmed by the Ful) Court on May 80. 

Dr. Griffiths, in evidence, ‘said in 
both cases death was due to shock 
following: dislocatiin of the neck. 

The Jury returned .a verdict that 
“each deceased met his death by 
execution according to the due pro- 
cess of law.” ;
